The defendant's version oi this affair is in entire
contradiction, ami makes plaintiff out rather a
"bud fellow." He says that plaintiff was about
to marry a ladv here with a lortune of $1,500
when he received a letter from Germany say-
IUK uiai a cimriumg yuuiig pursuit mere nuv'lug $4,000 was waiting tor him; that he perBuadeddefendant to buy htm oat, and borrowed in
addition $l8."i from lus wile, under the arrangement
that they should go into partnersntp together on t he
$4,000 alter coning home; that they wont together
to Berlin, where plaintiff devoted himself to the
lady and spent all his money in presents and displaywithout success; that he (defendant) made
his visit to his parents and returned to this countryafter refusing to make plaintiif any farther
loans.

MARINE COURT-PART 2.
A Replevin Salt.

Hitchcock et al. vs. Berry, The plaintiffs were
the owners of a machine known as a "callendar,"
the principle of which was to finish "white goods."
Having no farther use for it they instructed one
Charles A. Lane to dispose of it to the best. advantage.Lane instructed one Leonard A Co. to sell
the machine, and they parted with it to defendant
for a valuable consideration. It appeared that the
purchase was made in good faith on the part of
Berry. Leonard A Co. had made no return to Lane
of the proceeds of the sale.
The Court ordered a nonsuit, as It appeared that

Berry was a purchaser in good laith ol one who
had a color of title.

Action on a Contract.
Thomas E. I)ey vs. George K. Baldwin..The defendantdesired to build a hotel near Fleetwood

Park, and entered into negotiations with the plaintiffwith a view to engage him for tkst purpose.
Ike contract price was $5,r>0u; but tke defendant
claimed that before the agreement was consummatedhe notified the plaintiff that it was impossiblefor Mm to get the money and that the contract
must be rescinded. The plaintiff claimed to recoverfor the material actually furnished. The defendanturged that the material was furnished
after the notice aforesaid, and was of no use to
htm. The jury found for plaintiff in $w>6.

COURT OF GENERAL SESSIONS.
A "Hairy" Larceny.Acquittal of the
